Shepherdsville, Ky, Dec. 21. 


The death toll taken last night when 
Louisville & Nashville fast train No. 
7, from Cincinnati to New Orleans, 
crashed into the rear-end of a Louis- 
ville, Bardstown and Springfield ac- 
commodation tram a few hundred 
feet south of the railroad station 
here, had reached 47 today. 
The number killed was at first 


placed by W. F Sheridan, superin- 
tendent of the Louisville division of 
the Louisville & Nashville, at 38. 
Revision of this figure caused by ad- 
ditional deaths from among those 
badly injured increased the total to 
47.The wreck, wuich is said to be the 
worst in" the history of the Louisville 
& Nashville, occurred just after the 
local train had pulled out of the 
station here. 
It had gone only a 


short distance when the other train 
came into sight, traveling at a high 
rate of speej. 
Before it could be 


•halted it had crashed into the slow- 
er-moving train ahead and made 
kindling wood of Uie -two wooden 
passenger-coaches it carried. 


The locomotive pulling the fast 


train was badly damaged by the im- 
pact, but the engineer and fireman 
escaped with a lew bruises. 
The 


heavy steel coaches it pulled were 
undamaged, .with the exception of 
one baggagre car, and the train was 
able to proceed when a second loco- 
motive 
had 
been secured 
from 


Louisville, and the wreckage of the 
local train cleared from the right 
of-way.

SECRET TREATY 


BETWEEN JAPAN 


AND RUSSIANS 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


Fetrograd, De& 21 — Under the 


heading- 
"Seerejr treaty 'between 


Japan and Russuk for joint armed 
demonstration against America and 
Great Britain in the far east," the 
Izvestia publishes what it says is the 
text of the secret- treaty drawn up 
last year, providing for joint action 
by Russia and Japan to present any 
third country frolp achieving politi- 
cal dominance in .Chijfla. The treaty, 
dated July 3, 1916,, runs for five 
years, automaticallv^^tending itself 
until a yeanafter <onSptrty expresses 
the desire' to 'annul it."* It is signed 
by Serglus" Sazonoff, then Russian 
foreign minister, and Viscount Mo- 
tono, Japanese foreign minister. 


The treaty -stipulates that "the 


agreement shall remain a deep secret 
for all except"- fo.r the contracting 
•parties." 
It opefis with the state- 


ment that it is ^signed to supple- 
ment and strengthen the secret 
treaties of 10 07* -191-0 and 1912. 
Article I, is givenfas follows: 


"The contracting parties recognize 


that the interests^of either side de- 
mand the defensefof China from po- 
litical dominationAy any third power 
whatsoever cherisjiing hostile inten- 
tions toward Russia and Japan and 
therefore undertake whenever cir- 
"cumstance necessitate to open nego- 
tiations based on 'full confidence in 
order conjointly to take the neces- 
sary steps to prevent the advent in 
-China of such a state of affairs." 


AMERICAN OSWCIALS HAVE 


NO KNOWLEDGE OF TREATY

Washingtdn, Sec. 21. — American 


officals said today they had no 
knowledge of so-called secret treaty 
between, Russia and Japan described 
in the Petrograd dispatches, but they 
considered that to describe it as con- 
templating "joint armed demonstra- 
tions against American and Great 
Britain in the far east" was not 
borne out by the text of the publish- 
ed articles. 
There is a possibility that the 


treaty referred to is the special con- 
vention concluded , between Russia 
and Japan at about the same time 
as the so-called secret treaty. It was 
generally assumed -'here that the 
treaty contained some secret provis- 
ions, but its purpose was described 
as being to safeguard the rights of 
Japan and Russia in the far east; to 
reconcile all outstanding issues be- 
tween them, and generally to follow 
the lines of the _Anglo-Japanese al- 
liance. 
At the time it was supposed that 


the secret articles provided -for the 
sale by Russia to Japan of all of the 
Manchurian railroads south of Her- 
bin, the transfer to Japan of navi- 
gation rights in the Sugar river, and 
the extension of fishing rights off the 
coast of Siberia 
It is Impossible that the United 


States government alone will make 
any effort to secure an explanation 
of the meaning and purpose of these 
secret articles from the principals, 
but it is rather expected that one, or 
the other of them voluntarily will 
come forward with a statement in 
that line. 
The agreement just concluded be- 


tween Secretary Lansing and Vis- 
count Ishii, though not specifically 
supportable by military force, as is 
the Russo-Japanese secret 
treaty,

telegram intimated an attempt would 
be made to include Peru and the 
plan was to be perfected according 
to 
Luxburg's

August 1, before

idea is taken up again." 


"The conference idea," is assumed 


to be the proposed 
Latin-American 


neutrality conference advocated 
by 


President Carranza and widely dis- 
cussed in South America. The secret 
agreement referred to may explain 
secret South American 
reports of 


President Irigoyen's proposals for a 
league of South American nations. 


The messages, forty in 
number, 


were made public by the state de- 
partment through an agreement with 
the Argentine government and were 
accompanied by a statement "of the 
German charge's report are so sur- 
prising that no epithet will fit them.

Develops Spirit of Airmen. 


"But what is much better, we have

But he will say with 
pride: 'Our squadron got sixteen last 
week,'or whatever the number might 
be. That is the proper spirit for the 
service.

, "The corps has multiplied between 
70 and 100 times in men and material 
since the war began.

"One reason for our large'losses is 


that our policy has always been to get 
the jump on the enemy. It is costly, 
but the only policy if one has tha 
means to pursue it. Some time ago 
the Germans realized this, as we es--

yond short, spasmodic attempts, they, 
have never succeeded in getting the 
offensive. 


Carry Fighting to Germans. 


"The result has been that most of 


the air fighting Is on the German side 
of the line and few are downed on our 
side. Even as far back as the battle 
of the Somme we had the jump on the 
Boche. There was not a German ma- 
chine within ten miles of the battle 
line. 


"An Idea of the actual work of the 


service at the front may be gained 
from September's statistics. 
Daring 


that month we downed 139 German 
planes In air fighting and 13 by anti- 
aircraft gunfire; downed 122 out ol 
control, dropped 125 tons of bombs, 
took 16,000 photographs, directed ar- 
tillery fire against 1,372 batteries and 
flew the equivalent of four and three* 
•fourths years."

General Henderson partly exploded 


the popular Idea that the youngest mea 
make the best flyers. 


"For fighters, perhaps yes," said he. 


"but for the other branches of the 
service the older men, up to thirty-five 
are steadier, more persistent and exer 
.dse better judgment." 


He was very doubtful about the prac- 


ticability of extensive standardization 
of airplane construction.
